I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  district  for  the  year  ended  31st  December  1971*  P have  suggested 
to  Mr.  Fry  that  he  should  non  be  writing  this  report  as  Environmental 
Health  functions  v/ill  clearly  be  in  the  hands  of  the  Chief  Public  Health 
Inspector  from  the  date  of  Local  Government  Re-organisation, 

It  is  noi7  clear  that  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  been 
redesignated  ’’Community  Physician”  and  v/ill  be  transferred  to  a united 
National  Health  Service  on  the  same  day  (ist  April  1974) • These 
changes  v/ill  result  in  an  upheaval  for  everyone  and  unfortunately  at 
this  time  the  district  authorities  are  unable  to  agree  with  each 
other  and  it  is  impossible  to  set-up  a Joint  Connittco  for  the  new 
District  7 until  the  Boundary  Commission  have  reconsidered  the  matter. 

I merely  wish  to  point  out  at  this  stage  that  I shall  no  longer 
be  involved  directly  in  Local  Government  but  my  work  v/ill  be  organised 
around  the  catchment  area  of  one  or  other  of  the  district  general 
hospitals  in  Worcoster/Hereford  County  area. 

The  population  of  the  district  has  been  reduced  by  950  persons. 

This  is  in  accordance  with  the  1971  Census  which  must  be  accurate 
v/hereas  the  mid-1970  estimate  by  the  Registrar  General  msls  merely 
an  intelligent  guess  based  on  the  I96I  figLures. 

The  Report  reveals  no  startling  changes  and  I leave  it  for  your 
perusal .

Antenatal  Clinics 

It  is  now  County  policy  that  antenatal  cases  should  be  cared  for 
as  far  as  possible  by  their  own  doctor.  Clinics  are  available 
hov/over,  at  v/hich  expectant  mothers  are  encouraged  to  attend  regularly 
in  order  to  meet  the  midwife,  receive  health  education  and  carry  out 
antenatal  exerciBes  under  the  direction  of  a physiotherapist.

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(ii)  Midv/if ery  (Section  23) 


The  services  of  a County  nidv/ife  are  available  without  charge  to 
care  for  mothers  during  pregnancy,  confinement  and  for  a period 
of  ten  days  afterwards.  She  should  be  booked  as  early  as  possible 
in  order  to  receive  adequate  instruction  for  the  confinement.  Visits 
are  paid  to  the  hone  and  examinations  carried  out  monthly  in  co-operation 
wuth  the  doctor,  v/ho  v/ill  arrange  hospital  consultations  if  necessary. 
Free  dental  treatment  is  available  during  this  period  and  may  be  arranged 
through  the  County  Dental  Officer. 

(iii)HeSLlth  Visiting  and  Home  Nursing  (Sections  24  and  25) 

After  the  first  ten  days  the  Health  Visitor  takes  over  responsibility 
for  the  care  of  the  baby  from,  the  midv.n.fco  She  is  trained  nurse 
who  has  received  additional  instruction  in.  child  car’e,  maintenance 
of  health  and  prevention  of  disease,  and  is  able  to  offer  guidance 
to  the  mother  until  the  child  goes  to  school.  Particular  attention 
is  paid  to  premature  babies  a.nd  those  placed  for  adoption  or  with 
foster  parents.  The  Health  Visitor  also  acts  as  school  nurse  and 
being  an  experienced  nedico-socia.1  worker  is  able  to  give  advice  to 
the  adult  members  of  the  family  on  personal  problems  related  to  physical 
or  mental  ill-health. 

The  District  Nurse  is  available  to  act  on  the  instructions  of  the 
general  pra^ctitioners  or  hospital  and  v/hon  a patient  is  discharged 
to  make  firrangements  for  domiciliary  care.  She-  carries  out  nursing 
procedures  and  may  be  called  upon  in  an  emergency.  In  most  instances 
the  District  Nurse  is  also  the  Midwife  and  acts  a.s  Health  Visitor  but 
in  urban  arccus  it  is  sometimes  more  convenient  to  split  their  duties.

Hartlebury  Parish  is  supplied  from  Stourbridge  by  the  North-'lest 
Y/orcestershire  Water  Board  vvho  decided  in  I968  to  re-open  a local 
borehole  at  Yferesley.  The  result  of  the  Public  Enquiry  held  on' 

16th  April  1968 'Was  recorded  in  my  19^3  report The  v/ater  was  not 
brought  into  service  until  December  1970-’  Sampling  of  the  source  of 
supply  during  the  year  showed  it  to  be  satisfactory 0 Total  Hardness 
averages  320  p.p.m.  and  Nitrate  Nitrogen  has  settled  at  I6.5  pep.m. 

On ^no  occasion  has  Coliform  organisms  been  found. 

The  Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment  in  answering  a petition 
from  the  parishioners  in  December  7I  indicated  that  after  thorough 
enquiry  ho  considered  the  water  to  be  fit  for  human  consumption.  The 
North  West  Worcestershire  Y/ater  Board  has  been  asked  to  find  an 
alternative  source  of  supply  and  hope  to  do  so  in  2 - 3 years. 

Eighteen  bacteriological  samples  were  taken  from  shallow  wells  at  the 
request  of  ovmers/or  occupiers  of  property.  Nine  (5O',  were  UNEIT  for 
drinlcing  and  appropriate  advice  given.

The  Refuse  Collection  Service  has  continod  to  operate  satisfactorily 
with  a weekly  collection  in  all  built-up  areas  and  a fortnightly 
service  in  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  district. 

The  acquisition  of  a new  site  for  tipping  at  Ha^nbury  Yliarf  Brickv/orks 
has  assisted  greatly  the  problem  of  Refuse  Disposal.  There  are  two 
l>arge  marl  holes  here  which  should  last  the  Borough  and  Rural  Districts 
for  about  thirty  years.  Preliminary  v:ork  on  clearing  the  site’,  providing 
access  and  removing  flood  v/ater  has  been  completed  and  controlled  tipping 
is  now  in  operation  on  the  eastern  side  of  the  site.

Following  the  initial  survey  carried  out  under  the  Caravan  Sites  and 
Control  of  Development  Act  i960  and  the  second  complete  survey  carried 
out  in  1968c,  it  appears  that  the  number  of  cojravans  in  the  district 
is  decreasing  due  to  caravan  dwellers  accepting  housing  accomiaodation 
in  the  area.  A good  example  of  this  is  the  caso  of  the  Chateau  Impney 
site  'Where  there  were  originally  32  caravans  and  now  only  4 remain. 

Hov/evor  the  problem  of  unauthorised  sites  is  still  considerable  so 
the  Council  is  proceeding  with  the  do\d-opnGnt  of  their  site  at  Hampton 
Lovett  and  work  on  this  site  commenced  in  July.  The  site  is  for 
50  caravans  and  v/hen  ready  the  pitches  will  be  offered  first  to 
residential  caravan  occupiers  on  unauthorised  sitos  in  the  area  which 
cannot  become  authorised  sitos  for  planning  reasons.  This  should  make 
a substantial  contribution  towards  the  elimination  of  unauthorised  sites 
in  the  Rural  District, 

Some  pro{press  has  been  made  in  improving  amenities  on  authorised  private 
residential  and  holiday  sites  in  the  district 5,  especially  on  the 
”Clar elands”  site  at  Hartlebury.  A notable  exception  to  this  is  the 
’’Eagle  and  Sun”  site  at  Hanbury  whore  negotiations ^ v/hich  have  been 
going  on  since  I9685  have  still  not  produced  tangible  results. 

As  regards  gypsies,  improvements  are  still  required  at  the  private  sites 
in  the  y/estern  half  of  the,  district  where  the  (gypsies  a.ro  engaged  periodically 
in  agriculture’  blit  -the  most  pressing  problem  is  for  a site  in  or  near  the 
Stour port  area  for  those  gypsies  engaged  in  urban  activities.
